"Give us a 
press law.” they pleaded. 
"Let it be 
as your majesty may deem proper, 
but give us a law. Let us know where 
we stand. 
Free us from the domina­ 
tion of officials whose will is their 
only law. 
Give us as much freedom 
as you can. 
We will not abuse it." 
The emperor made a gracious 
re­ 
sponse. 
The editors and publishers 
breathed a deep sigh of relief. 
But 
•hey were cruelly disappointed. 
The 
^actionary crowd gained the ear of 
the emperor. 
An artificial agitation 
was started. 
The machinery of gov­ 
ernment and the police was set in 
motion and the emperor was persuad­ 
ed that fanatical elements only waited 
for the grant of a modueum of liberty 
in order to attack throne, altar and 
his own life. 
The law now granted will restore 
courage to the press. 
Hitherto one 
warning from the censor has sent a 
panic through 
the 
editorial rooms, 
two have put them under the sword 
of Damocles and three were regarde I 
as prelinmary 
to 
extinction, which 
was rarely long delayed. 
After three 
warnings the authorities could shut 
up the 
newspaper at any moment. 
Now the first notice or warning will 
remain in force only a year if a sec­ 
ond does not follow within the year; 
the second will expire within 
two 
years if there is not a third within 
ihat period, and the third will remain 
in force only three years. 
This ac­ 
tion with regard to the liberty of the 
press is taken by many to be a foro- 
i unner of an era of reform in Russia.

Tho site embraces a tract 1% miles 
long by three-quarters of a mile wide. 
It is fallow farm land, but nestles in 
thick forest, and through a ravine at 
one end runs a mountain stream which 
will furnish abundant water power it 
all seasons for electric lighting aud 
other purposes of the institution. Th.* 
contract em b races about 33 buildings, 
which will lie built of brick and trim­ 
med w ith the beautiful limestone of the 
surrounding country. The forests, too. 
will provide til** necessary timber. 
The principal buildings w ill be in the 
style of tile French Renaissance. At 
Hu* entrance of the grounds a great tri­ 
umphal arch and gateway flanked by 
two porters’ lodges will be erected. 
Through this a broad avenue will lead 
to the parade ground, with its flag­ 
staff and battery, and Just within the 
gat**, so as to lie ready of access to the 
outside public having business with the 
Institution, will be the administration 
building/ At one end of Hie parade 
ground will stand Memorial bail, a 
great auditorium, with its galleries, 
which will seat the entire number of 
occupants of tile home. At tin* other 
end of tile ground will be spacious 
conservatories, and behind these again 
will be a canteen built and conducted 
on the plans which found most favor 
In the regular army before canteens 
were abolished and the soldiers driven 
to seek recreation outside of post limits. 
At tile side of the parade ground fac­ 
ing the main avenue w ill be the moss 
hall, which w ill seat 1.230 at a time. 
and behind that w ill Im* the 12 two 
story barrack buildings, set in a double 
row’ in the form of a seniiellipse, with 
broad radial paths leading from each 
to tilt* mesa hall. To tile right of this 
settlement will be Hie spacious hospi­ 
tal, where the inmates of tin* home 
naturally will spend much of Hour 
time. The chapel will be convenient to 
Hic* barracks. 
Groves and gardens already have 
been planted, aud the rest of the tract 
will be laid out as a beautiful park. 
with extensive driveways. In one cor­ 
ner will be a beautiful cemetery, where 
the old soldiers will take their final 
rest. The Southern railroad will erect 
a station before Hie main entrance to 
the grounds and will lay a spur on i 
which supplies can In* taken directly to 
the storehouses. A trolley road is also 
to be built to the gate from Johnson 
City, and it is expected that the visitors 
will number about 300,000 annually.

south by the Red river, which forms 
the southern boundary of Oklahoma 
aud separates this territory from Tex­ 
as. 
It is TO miles east and west by lid 
north aud south aud contains 2,9(18,893 
acres. 
Allotments to the Indians, pasture, 
school and military reservations, the 
Wichita mountains and small reserva­ 
tions for various other purposes reduce 
the amount of land available for home­ 
stead purposes to approximately one- 
half of the total acreage. 
There Is 
therefore left to 
be distributed to 
boniest! aden* under tile provisions of 
tin* president’s proclamation approxi­ 
mately I .S50.000, or 11,000 homesteads 
of IOO acres tach. 
Each homesteader 
must lie either a voter or the bead of 
a family. 
Some of the homesteads 
will unquestionably tie refused or aban­ 
doned. 
lf 9,000 are taken aud retain­ 
ed, it xviii be in excess of the anticipa­ 
tion of those most conversant with 
conditions. 
Estimating the number of 
homesteaders who will make the new 
territory a permanent home at 8,500, 
the agricultural population can Im* safe­ 
ly estimated at five times this number, 
or 42,500. 
The only statement regarding the na­ 
ture and character of the soil worth 
consideration is one based upon actual 
tests of what bas been raised from It. 
One would suppose from the nature of 
the soil that apples would prove a 
profitable crop. But they do not. Ex­ 
periments have shown that apple cul­ 
ture Is a waste of time. On the other 
hand, the finest peaches in the world 
can be raim*d In the new country. Not 
only <loes the fruit have a fine flavor, 
but the leaches grow to ail unusual 
size, and the trees bear abundantly 
wit Ii comparatively little cultivation. 
The effort to raise pears has been a 
failure, but grapes have been cultivat­ 
ed with wonderful success. 
As It Is 
with the fruits, so it Is with the cereals. 
The actual tests show continued suc­ 
cess with some crops, continued fail­ 
ures with others. 
Out of 2.000.000 acres available for 
homesteaders perhaps 1,000.000 will 
make desirable farms. If the land !>e 
taken In Its entirety, it will not favora­ 
bly compare with the land In old Okla­ 
homa north of It But there are thou­ 
sands of as good farms in the new* 
country as In any other part of Okla­ 
homa. 
Forty thousand acres In arni 
near the Keecbe hills, near the Chicka­ 
saw’ reservation and south about ten 
miles from the Washita river, is worth­ 
less for agricultural purposes. Much of 
the highland In the Wichita reservation 
is adapted only for grazing land. The 
Wichita mountains, which should be 
retained by the government as a wood 
and park reserve, renders useless for 
agricultural purposes not less than 
200.000 acres. 
With the exception of the district 
known as the Wichita mountain range, 
j which covers an area of 20 bx 30 railes 


almost In tin* conter of the Kiowa Co­ 
manche country; the Keecbe hills, im I 
mediately south of the Washita river, 
near the Chickasaw’ nation, aud the 
small an a Included In the Rainy moan- j 
lain district.

Of tin* Wichita I 
mountain country It is sufficient to say 
in discussing the country from the 
homesteaders* standpoint that the tops 
of the peaks are barren of all vegeta­ 
tion. that the forests of post oak extend 
almost half the distance to the top and 
that between the mountain ranges are 
some beautiful parks. But the moun­ 
tains serve a valuable agricultural pur* 
lose. Nowhere In the west can a better 
watered country be found. The streams 
which traverse the country In all direc­ 
tions have their sources In these moun­ 
tains anil provide a never failing water 
supply. Om* can scarcely go n distance 
of a township in any part of the Co­ 
manche reservation without crossing a 
stream of clear water. Deep pools and 
ripples alternate, solving tin* problem 
of a water supply for both the cattle 
country anil the domestic uses of agri­ 
cultural people.

CULINARY CAPERS. 


If parsley is wrapped up In a piece of 
wet cheesecloth,it can lie kept for some 
time. 
Nutmeg is much used by the Italian* 
when cooking spinach, as it is said to 
bring out the flavor of tho vegetable. 
Two or three learns f f un a rose gera­ 
nium added to crab apple Jelly while it 
is cooking will, It is said, Impart a de­ 
licious flavor. 
A pinch of powdered ginger added to 
cranberries In cooking will bring out 
the flavor. They should not he stewed 
to a jam, but kept separate, looking 
more like candled cherries. 
For a vegetable puree either young 
turnip tops or even young fresh nettle 
tops are recommended. They are cook­ 
ed In the same way boiled riddled 
through a sieve anil uddi*d to cream. 
Salsify (oyster plant) is excellent if 
soaked in vinegar anti water, then 
dipped in oil,sliced and heated in white 
sauce. Bake in shells, having sprinkled 
grated cheese and bread crumbs over 
tin* top. 
italian dried jieas are popular still in 
Great Britain under the familiar name 
of peas pudding. 
The vegetable is 
soaked overnight, then boiled, rubbed 
through a sieve and sent to the table 
with the addition of a little thick 
cream.

He was arrested sev­ 
eral months a;;o on complaint of Ohio 
Pure Food Commissioner. The charge 
is that he sells Ariosa coffee—Which 
coffee, according to the state, is glazed 
or coated with a glutinous substance 
that makes it appear better tbau it 
really is. 
The laws of Ohio specific­ 
ally prescribe that foods shall not be 
adulterated or so treated that 
they 
are counterfeits of a better claas of 
goods. 
Joseph Blackburn, the State Pure 
Food Commissioner, has been conduct­ 
ing an active crusade against manu­ 
facturers of spurious food stuffs. 
At 
the Instance of 
Ilia 
di parlmcnt, 
a 
package of Ariosi coffee was purchas­ 
ed iu Toledo. 
It happened that the 
agent made the purchase of Grocer 
\\ h, to. 
As soon as Grocer White was put 
tinder arrest the Ar! u< k!e 
Brothers, 
of New York, who prepare and pack 
Ariosi, give notice that they would 
d fend 
grocers 
against prosecution 
by the pure 
food 
commission. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, tile very best legal talent 
the country affords was 
put at Mr. 
White’* service. 
The case lias b e n on trial before a

Leading 
chemists of the country 
and expert 
coffle nun 
have 
been called by the 
state and the defense. 
The leading witness for the state of 
Ohio' was 
Prof. 
CL A. Kirchrnaier, a 
well-known chemist of Toledo. 
Mr. 
Lirchmaler 
has done 
other expert 
work for the state. 
His 
testimony 
was to the effect that he had made an 
analytical examination of 
the pack­ 
age of Ariosi coffee purchased from 
Grocer White, and found that it was 
giuzi d with 
a glutinous 
substance. 
Prof. 
Kirchrnaier 
further 
testified 
that the coffee 
beans 
he examined 
contained an average of 3U0 bacteria, 
lie t slitted on the stun I that he had 
made 
examinations 
of other coffees 
and found that 
bacteria were 
not 
prest at at all or in a small number. 
The testimony of Expert Kirchrnaier 
was also to the effect that the glutin­ 
ous 
glazing- which 
consists of eggs 
and sugar- was a favorable medium 
for the propagation of bacteria. Prof. 
Louis Schmidt, a Cincinnati chemist 
of wide experience, corroborated tho 
testimony cf Prof. Kirchrnaier. 


Testimony of Experts. 
Arbuckle 
Brothers 
summoned

their aid some of the leading chem­ 
ists of the world. Prof. H. W. Wiley, 
of the United States agricultural de­ 
partment 
at 
Washington;

Vaughn, bacaetiologist aud chemist at

State university, Columbus, all gave 
expert si it milk* testimony in behalf 
of Ariosa coffee.

Is cross-examination, be had to ad­ 
mit that when the

pot. 
Prof. Blelle, an export chemist from 
the Ohio

said he 
found any number of lively bacteria 
on the Ariosa co fee beaus h<* exam­ 
ined. 
The case has been one of decided In­ 
terest and the verdict of the jury is 
awaited by dealers in coffee 
as well 
as by consumers. 
It Is doubtful if a 
case was ever tried in the courts here 
which has been fought so stubbornly. 
Eminent counsel have been employed 
on both sides. 
The attorney* for the state of Ohio 
Insist they 
have made a good case, 
while the lawyers for the defense say 
that they will prove beyond a ques­ 
tion that Ariosa coffee glazed as

harmful 
as the state sees 
fit to set forth. 
One of the sensations of the long 
trial was a charge, by Walter Brown, 
attorney for the state of Ohio, against 
Arbuckle*. 
He 
announced 
that the 
Arbuckles were guilty of compound­ 
ing a felony by guaranteeing to gro­ 
cers that they (Abuckles) would de­ 
fend any 
criminal 
cases instituted 
against them by the pure food com­ 
mission because of the sale of Ariosa 
Coffee. 
In the event that the jury finds Gro­ 
cer White guilty of a felony for sell­ 
ing Ariosa coffee, it is said Arbuckles 
will carry 
the 
case 
to the highest 
court; and if the state of Ohio is de­ 
feated In this action an appeal

6,000 acres of land in the state upon j 
which tea will bo grown. 
"This departm ent last year sent tea 
plants to every gulf state in the Union, 
front the Carolinas to California, for 
experimental raising. 
We have Just 
heard front South Carolina' that im­ 
ported machinery in use there is able 
to make green tea from the black prod­ 
uct in one hour. We do not yet m anu­ 
facture such machinery in this country, 
but we will get to that later.

One Granted by the Czar of Russia 


Taken as Forerunner cf Era 


of Reform. 


(Correspondence.) 
St. Petersburg. July 8.— The grant 
of more liberal press regulation* af 
fords additional proof that Emperor 
Nicholas 
has 
emancipated 
himself 
trom the ministers who still hold Uh 
ideas that prevailed during the un 
nappy period that followed the mur­ 
der of the czar liberator. Alexander I. 
As an instance of more benevolent re­ 
forms the following example is given 
A deputation of editors, led by a 
courageous litterateur, 
who 
is 
no 
longer actively 
conn* cled with the 
press, went before his majesty w ifi 
their humble petition. 
'“Give us a 
press law." they pleaded. 
"Let it be 
as your majesty may deem proper, 
but give us a law. 
Let us know where 
we stand. 
Free us from the domina­ 
tion of officials whose will is their 
only law. 
Give us as much freedom 
as you can. 
W e will not abuse it.” 
The emperor made a gracious 
re­ 
sponse. 
The edjtors and publishers 
breathed a deep sigh of relief. 
But 
’hey were cruelly disappointed. 
The 
reactionary crowd gained the ear of 
the emperor. 
An artificial agitation 
was started. 
The machinery of gov­ 
ernment and the police was set in 
motion and the emperor was persuad­ 
ed that fanatical elements only waited 
for the grant of a moducum of liberty 
in order to attack throne, altar and 
his own life. 
The law now granted will restore 
courage to the press. 
Hitherto one 
warning from the censor has sent a 
panic through 
the 
editorial rooms. 
two have put them under the sword 
ot Damocles and three were regard** I 
as prelim nary 
to 
extinction, which 
was rarely long delayed. 
After three 
warnings the authorities could shut 
up the 
newspaper at any moment. 
Mow the first notice or warning will 
remain in force only a year if a sec­ 
ond does not follow within the year; 
the second will expire within 
two 
years if there is not a third within 
ihat period and the third will remain 
in force only three years. 
This ac­ 
tion with regard to the liberty of the 
press Is taken by many to be a fore- 
i uniter of an era of reform in Russia

to defeat remedial legislation.
